A lter a while, these little differences 
made big differences. T hat was also 
true of other picture-words, and helps 
explain the many changes In w riting 
since early times. 
“Duck” was w ritten by a curious 
sign. The bird seems to be standing 
on its tail. 
“S tar” was an eight-pointed figure. 
This differed from Egyptian writing. 
The Egyptians w rote star 
with five 
points. 
There is no reason to say th at one 
way was better than the other. Stars 
are really round like the sun—they 
have no points at all. 
Sometimes 
when we look at them, they seem to 
have points, but that is only seeming. 
The sign for “w ater” 
was 
very 
much like th at of Egypt. 
“Arrow” was wTitten by a simple 
line with m arks a t the back. This is 
believed to show th at the Sum erians 
used feathers lo help arrow fly true 
to Its mark. 


The “dagger” w-ord looked a great 
deal like a dagger. This weapon was 
usually hammered out of copper. Cop­ 
per was also used for making spears, 
axes and arrow-heads In the Land of 
Two Rivers.

.LARM WELCOME TO 
RUSSIAN STUDENTS 


PRAGLE, Jan. 23.—The help giv­ 
en Russian students by the Czechos­ 
lovak Republic has been described 
by outside observers as ranking high 
in the relief work undertaken by one 
nation for another. 
Indeed, Prague 
has become the focus for construc­ 
tive Russian life abroad. 
This 
is 
particularly true of the Russian in­ 
tellectuals who have been compelled 
to leave their country. 
Czechoslocakia today is supporting 
some 5000 Russian students and pro­ 
fessors. 
At Prague, independent of 
the Czech university, 
there 
is 
the 
only Russian Law 
College 
in the 
world. 
Here courses are conducted 
without government interference of 
any kind. 
This college is headed by 
a prominent Russian scholar, Profes­ 
sor Novgorotsev, and provides oppor­ 
tunity for about four hundred stud­ 
ents who, a year ago, were leading a 
useless existence 
in 
the 
slums of 
Constantinople. 
One of the most encouraging signs 
of the time is tho fact that a large 
proportion of the Russian students 
here are turning 
to 
practical 
aud 
constructive work, such as agricul­ 
ture and mechanics. There are many 
agricultural clubs with 
which 
the 
ministry of agriculture cooperates by 
arranging lectures in Czech schools 
and supplying material for the solu­ 
tion of actual problems. 
For exam­ 
ple, the Russian 
students 
recently 
offered their services to the state in 
connection with the amelioration of 
the unemployment situation. 
Their 
attitude gave ample proof that there 
exists among the Russians a spirit of 
active appreciation of what the gov­ 
ernment is doing for them. 
Moreover, the Czechs themselves 
seem to get along well with the Rus­ 
sian refugees. 
The various Russian 
institutions for learning are support­ 
ed only in part from public funds; a 
great deal of the money for upkeep 
comes from contributions and collec­ 
tions among the Czech public.

SHAM BATTLE FOR 
PANAMA CANAL 


WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 
23.—-Army 
plans for defense of the Panama ca­ 
nal are to be thoroughly tested dur­ 
ing the week 
ending 
February 24 
with the United States fleet, mobiliz­ 
ed for spring maneuvers in the role 
of a hostile force threatening the 
great waterway. 
For the week the hostile or "black” 
fleet will be assumed to be cruising 
in the eastern Pacific at a time when 
relations between the ‘black* govern­ 
ment and the "blue” government de­ 
fending the canal are strained. The 
defenders of the canal will know 
that the “black” fleet is planning a 
visit to Magdalena bay and “blue” 
naval forces 
will 
have 
been sent 
through the canal to operate from 
the Pacific entrance in cooperation 
with the "blue” army forces holding 
the canal zone: 
Benyond this 
general 
picture of 
the situating known to both sides, 
development of an 
attack on the 
canal defenses in a way best calculat­ 
ed to test the army’s plans will be 
worked out by Admiral Jones, com­ 
mander in chief of the United States 
fleet, and the commanding general 
in the zone. 
Because of the present 
reduced size of the Panama garrison, 
however, it is probable that opera­ 
tions will be ocnfined to a restricted 
area.
